To provide you the greatest degree of access authorized by the Freedom of Information 
Act and the Privacy Act, we have considered your request in light of the provisions ot both 
statutes. 

Some of the records you seek are located in a Privacy Act system of records that, in 
accordance with regulations promulgated by the Attorney General, is exempt from the access 
provisions of the Privacy Act. 28 CFR § 16.81 . We have also processed your request under the 
Freedom of Information Act and are making all records required to be released, or considered 
appropriate for release as a matter of discretion, available to you. This letter is a full denial 
based upon the existence of ongoing law enforcement proceedings, which upon completion, you 
may again make your request.

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EXPLANATION OF EXEMPTIONS
